This  being  the  day  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  28th 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  the  Right  Reverend  Bishop,  attending  Clergy,  and  Lay 
Delegates,  assembled  in  St.  Peter's  Church  at  10  A.  M. 

Prayers  were  read  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Secretary  of  the  last  year  not  being  present,  a  Secretary  pro  iem. 
was  appointed  by  the  Bishop.

On  motioji  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  McRae,  the  Convention  then  adjourned  to 
'J'hursday  Morning,  at  U  o'clock.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  Standing  Committee  be  now  elected. 

Tlie  Convention  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  Standing  Committee, 
which  resulted  in  the  choice  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  R.  S.  Mason,  the  Rev.  C. 
F.  McRae,  and  the  Rev.  S.  I.  Johnston,  of  the  Clergy;  and  the  Hon. 
Richard  Hines,  and  Weston  R.  Gales,  of  the  Laity. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjom-ned  for  Divine  Service,  to  meet  at  -4 
P.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  by  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Prout,  and  a  Sermon  preached  by 
the  Rev.  S.  I.  Johnsion,  from  Matthew,  '22d  ch.,'2()th  verse. 

4  o'clock  r.  31. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  Rules  of  Order  of  1832  be  adopted  for 
the  government  of  this  Convention. 

The  President  then  announced  the  following  Committees:

Commitlee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.— The  Rev.  Messrs.  Hubbard, 
Geer,  Johnston,  Cheshire,  and  Noble. 

Committee  on  the  Admission  of  Neic  Congregations. — Rev.  C,  F.  Mc- 
Rae, of  the  Clergy;  and  Messrs.  Hijies  and  Neale,  of  the  Laity. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hub1)ard  presented  an  application  from  St.  Mary's 
Church,  Kinston,  desiring  to  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  which,  on  motion,  was  referred. 

On  motion.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  re- 
port on  the  unlinished  business  of  the  last  Convention. 

The  President  appointed  the  Rev.  S.  L  Johnston,  of  the  Clergy;  and 
Messrs.  Gooding  and  Roulhac,  of  the  Laity. 

The  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Congregations,  made  a  favor- 
able  report  on  the  applica'ion  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Kinston.  Where- 
upon.  Resolved,  That  said  Church  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

A  Certiticate  of  the  election  of  George  Whitfield,  Nathan  G.  Blount, 
Jolm  H.  Peebles,  and  Thos.  \\'oodley,  as  Lay  Delegates  from  the  Con- 
gregation of  St.  Mary's,  Kinston,  was  then  presented,  and  ordered  to  be 
received; — and  Messrs.  John  H.  Peebles  and  Thos.  Woodley  appeared 
and  took  their  seats. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Addre.-s  to  the  Convention;  which, 
on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  as 
follows: 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity 

OF  THE  Convention: 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  my  official  acts,  during  the 
last  Conventional  year,  and  of  other  particulars,  required  by  Canon  to  be 
presented  on  the  present  occasion. 
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On  the  Sd  Sunday  after  Easter,  1843,  I  held  a  visitatiijn  service  in  St, 
Paui's  Church,  Edenton.  In  the  morning,  preached,  and  admitted  Mr. 
Sterling  Yancey  McMasters  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons;  and  in  the  e- 
vening,  confirmed  27  persons. 

On  the  evening  of  the  next  day,  (May  8th,)  and  the  morning  of  the  9th, 
performed  service  in  St.  Thomas's,  Windsor;  preached  twice,  and  con- 
firmed one  person. 

Wednesday  morning,  10th,  officiated  in  the  Couit  House  at  Williams- 
ton,  Martin  County,  preaching  once. 

11th,  in  St.  Paui's,  Edenton,  preached,  and  confirmed  7  persons. 

12th,  Hertford,  preached,  and  confirmed  2  persons. 

4th  Sunday  after  Easter,  in  Christ  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  preached 
twice,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

17th,  Damascus,  Gates  County,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

18th,  in  Court  House,  Gatesville,  preached,  and  confirmed  2  persons. 

20th,  Murfreesborough,  preached  twice. 

5th  Sunday  after  Easter,  at  Buckhorn  Chapel,  Manney's  Neck,  preach- 
ed, and  confirmed  2  persons. 

23d,  Halifiix,  preached,  and  confirmed  1  person. 

26th,  Calvary  Church,  Tarborough,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  7 
persons. 

Sunday  after  Ascension,  Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Neck,  preached,  and 
confirmed  3  persons. 

Trinity  Sunday,  St.  Stephen's  Oxford,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  G 
persons. 

Thence  I  proceeded  to  Boston  and  New  York,  to  attend  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Sem- 
inary of  the  Church;  and  to  be  present  at  the  examination  of  the  Students, 
and  at  the  Commencement  of  the  latter  institution.  The  examination  and 
exercises  here  were  generally  gratifying,  tending  to  evince  the  soundness, 
ability,  and  fidelity  of  the  Theological  Professors,  and  the  diligence  and 
success  of  the  Students. 

On  the  2d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  twice  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Elizabeth  ToAvn,  New  Jersey. 

3d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  New  York,  I  took 
part,  by  invitation  of  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Onderdonk,  in  the  Ordination  to 
the  Deaconship  of  nine  candidates  from  our  General  Seminary, — whose 
sound  Theologies,!  learning  and  Godly  conversation  gave  promise  of  their 
eminent  usefuhiess  to  the  Church. 

While  in  the  City  of  New  York,  by  the  request  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  tlie 
Bishop  of  Ohio, — who,  from  the  peculiarity  of  the  case,  could  not  act  him- 
self,— I  examined  the  evidence  upon  which  a  court  of  trial  had  recom- 
mended the  suspension  from  the  Ministry  of  the  Rev.  Chauncey  Colton, 
D.  D.;  and  from  m}^  conviction  of  the  justice  of  the  reconunendation,  gave 
judgment  accordingly. 

Friday,  July  7th,  officiated  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Hen- 
derson, and  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons  Dr.  J.  J.  Ridley, 
preaching  on  the  occasion,  and  confirming  2  persons. 

4th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  Raleigh,  preached  in  the  morning  in  Christ 
Church,  and  in  the  evening  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary's  School. 
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5tli  Sunday  after  Trinity,  and  day  previous,  in  Calvary  Cliurch,  Wades, 
borough,  preached  throe  tin;ic.s,  and  confirmed  0  persons. 

6th  Sunday  alter  Trinity,  and  previous  day,  at  Capp's  Mine,  Mecklen- 
burg County,  preached  tv/ice. 

Evening  of  same  Sunday,  and  following  Monday,  at  Cliai'lotte,  preached 
twice. 

26th  and  2Tth,  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  White  Haven,  preached  twice,  and 
conlirmed  7  persons. 

7th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  and  the  Saturday  before,  in  Lincolnton,  con- 
secrated  a  beautiful  building  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God  and  our  Sa- 
viour, by  the  title  of  St.  Luke's  Church;  admitted  Mr.  A.  F.  Olmsted  to 
the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  and  the  Rev.  John  S.  Kidney  to  that  of 
Priests;  preached  twice,  made  an  address,  and  confirmed  12  persons. 

August  3d,  in  Court  House  at  Rutherfordton,  preached,  made  an  ad- 
dress  on  Confirmation,  and  confirmed  5  persons.  I'he  next  day,  at  the 
house  of  Joseph  Carson,  Esq.,  officiated,  and  confirmed  one  person.

.  From  this  statement.  Brethren,  you  will  perceive,  that  by  the  good  pro- 
%ideiicc  of*  God,  I  have  been  enabled  to  perform  this  3  car  a  greater  a- 
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mount  of  lab.)r  than  during  any  previous  year  of  m}'  Episcopate; — that  I 
have  visited  every  portion  oi' our  widely  extended  Diocese,  beside  having 
given  my  attention,  so  far  as  could  expected  of  me,  to  the  general  inter- 
ests of  the  Church; — that  I  have  preached  179  times,  baptised  G  adults 
and  6  infants  not  included  in  the  Parochial  Reports,  contirmed  300  per- 
sons, consecrated  one  Church,  and  ordained  3  Deacons  and  one  Priest. 
In  addition  to  the  above  record,  I  have  examined  the  children  in  the  Cat- 
echism, and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  all  the  principal  Par- 
ishes, and  in  many  thmilies  and  destitLjte  neighborhoods. 

It  is  a  circumstance,  which,  in  these  troublous  times,  has  not  a  little 
encouraged  my  labors,  that  while  the  usual  accessions  to  our  communion 
have  been  made  by  "the  laying  on  of  hands,"  an  unusually  large  propor- 
tion of  those  confirmed  has  been  of  the  most  intelligent  and  right-judging 
class  of  the  Laity, — whose  conservative  influence  will  be  felt,  as  the  influ- 
ence of  the  Laity  has  always  been,  in  upholding  established  order  and  au- 
thority in  the  Church. 

Other  marks  of  encouragement  and  steady  advance  deserve  our  notice. 

The  salutary  etlects  of  the  baptismal  training  of  our  children  and  youth 
— every  day  more  faithfully  attended  to — are  becoming  discernible  and 
heart-cheering  in  almost  every  Parish.  Children  begin  to  realize  their 
hi"-h  relation  to  the  Church,  as  "mem'oers  of  Christ,  children  of  God,  and 
inheritors  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven;" — to  realize  the  blessing  granted 
them  at  baptism,  of  a  "death  unto  sin  and  a  new  birth  unto  righteousness;" 
— to  realize  the  awful  aggravation  of  his  doom  who  slights  baptismal  vows 
and  resists  baptismal  grace.  While  parents  and  sponsors  begin,  in  some 
decree,  to  show  a  returning  consciousness  of  their  immense  duty  and  fear- 
ful  responsibility,  as  guardians  for  God  and  the  Church  of  the  children 
committed  to  them  at  baptism. 

One  drawback,  how  ever,  to  our  complete  success  here,  demands  our  at- 
tention. It  is  that  experienced  in  an  inconsiderate  selection  of  sponsors. 
In  the  Church  in  England,  sponsors  are,  in  all  cases  I  believe,  required 
})y  Canon  to  be  Communicants.  In  this  country,  we  have  no  law  upon 
the  subject;  and  hence  our  Clergy  have  neither  Canonical  guidance  nor 
protection  in  their  eflbrts  to  save  the  Church  from  the  evil  of  an  insufli- 
cient  sponsorial  guardianship.  Still,  in  the  absence  of  Canon,  the  Clergy 
may  do  much,  by  faithfully  instructing  the  people  in  the  true  nature  and 
ends  of  the  sponsorial  oflice,  and  by  earnest  expostulation  and  warning  a- 
gainst  the  consequences  of  treating  it  as  a  light  thing.  The  Church  has 
a  right  to  expect  that  her  Clergy  will  take  care  that  she  has  adequate  se- 
curity for  the  due  nurture  and  protection  of  her  baptised  children. 

Another  mark  of  encouragement,  is  the  manifest  increase  of  a  devotion- 
al spirit  among  our  people.  In  Parishes  where,  only  three  or  four  years 
an^o.  Lent  was  mentioned  only  to  be  decried  as  a  Romish  superstition,  and 
the  prayer-bell  was  noticed  only  as  a  mark  of  the  folly  of  the  lew  who, 
without  the  attraction  of  a  sermon,  could  be  statedly  led  to  the  sanctuary 
of  God;  now  a  deep  and  pervading  anxiety  is  becoming  manifest  to  im- 
prove this,  the  Church's  season  of  penitence,  to  the  advantage  of  the  soul; 
and  large  congregations  are  found  assembled  at  the  Church's  call  to  her 
morning  and  evening  prayer,  and  that  too  in  some  cases  daily.  VVc  have 
need,  however,  as  the  ministry  of  Christ,  to  make  more  elibit  in  this  be.

half.  The  great  evil  that  hedges  up  our  way  to  duty,  is  a  propensity  to 
"walk  by  sight;"  to  limit  our  exertions  by  what  we  imagine  will  be  the 
ettects;  to  determine  whether'  we  will  obey  the  Church's  dictate  in  having 
daily  service,  by  inquiring  how  many  will  be  likely  to  attend.  Beloved 
Brethren  of  the  Clergy,  there  never  has  been  a  time  when  the  call  upon 
us  was  louder  and  more  solemn  than  now,  to  do  our  duty  and  leave  the 
result  with  God. 

Another  note  of  encouragement  is  manifest  in  a  growing  disposition,  on 
the  part  of  the  poor  and  ignorant  in  our  Diocese,  to  receive  the  blessings 
of  the  Church.  This  is  especially  true  within  the  range  of  our  Mountain 
Missions.  Here  the  destitute  begin  to  perceive  and  appreciate  the  emi- 
nent appropriateness  of  our  Liturgy  to  their  condition.  In  many  instances, 
they  have  confessed  to  me  with  tears  of  gratitude  that  its  use  among  them 
lias  opened  to  their  minds  sources  of  knowledge  inconceivably  greater  than 
any  tlung  which  they  had  beiore  enjoyed.  Persons  unable  to  read,  have 
given  as  a  reason  for  becoming  Episcopalians,  that  so  much  of  the  Bible 
is  read  to  them  in  our  services. 

Our  Chants,  too,  have  found  special  favor  with  them.  Through  the 
whole  extent  of  my  last  visitation  in  the  Mountain  district,  I  was  accompa- 
nied by  three  of  my  younger  Clergy,  who  were  sufficiently  skilled  in 
chanting  to  enable  us  to  chant  the  portions  of  our  service  usually  perform- 
ed in  this  way.  The  efiect  was  in  the  highest  degree  favorable,  and  the 
desire  of  the  people  to  be  instructed  in  this  kind  of  music  importunate.  So 
that  I  feel  certain,  a  little  pains  on  tlie  part  of  our  Missionaries  and  the 
more  intelligent  members  of  our  Communion,  woiud  render  Chanting  an 
important  means,  both  of  producing  among  the  ignorant  a  sounder  and 
deeper  religious  feeling,  and  of  greaLly  increasing  and  fixing  in  their  minds 
Scriptural  truth. 

Another  mark  of  encouragement,  is  our  continued  success  in  communi- 
cating the  Gospel  orally  to  our  colored  population.  It  is  true,  for  want  of 
Missionaries  and  catechists,  we  have  not  been  able  to  extend  our  labors 
in  this  department  beyond  a  very  limited  field.  Still  our  success  in  this 
lie  Id  is  undiminished.  Just  in  proportion  as  Scripture  knowledge  is  tho- 
roughly communicated  to  this  people,  accessions  are  made  to  the  Commu- 
nion, and  cliristian  principle  seems  to  control  the  life.  The  main  thing, 
indeed,  with  this  impulsive  race,  is  to  fix  in  their  minds,  by  Catechetical 
training,  the  cardinal  truths  of  Holy  VV^rit.  In  the  case  of  adults,  it  must 
be  acknowledged,  there  is  great  difficulty  in  effecting  this.  But  not  in  the 
case  of  children.  They  are  qiute  as  apt  in  committing  to  memory,  and  I 
think  in  comprehending  the  meaning  of  what  they  learn,  as  white  chil- 
dren.  And  on  large  plantations,  wherethey  are  kept  from  bad  inflaences, 
they  are  much  more  likely  than  white  children  to  receive  deep  religious 
impressions.  I  was  greatly  encouraged,  on  my  last  visitation  to  Lake  Scup- 
pernong,  to  find  among  the  class  for  Confirmation,  a  number  of  those  for 
whose  instruction  I  prepared,  three  years  ago,  my  Ora,l  Catechism.  So 
much  encouraged  was  1  with  this  result,  as  to  determine,  by  God's  per- 
mission,  to  employ  my  first  leisure  in  carrying  out  my  purpose,  for  some 
time  cherished,  of  preparing  a  Scripture  Caiechism  on  tlie  same  plan. 

Notwithstanding  these  cue  juraging  evidences,  however,  of  our  steady 
advance,  tlicy  have  been  attended  Avith  some  things  calculated  both  to 
moderate  our  joy,  and  increase  our  watchtlilneas  and  prayer. 
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Tlip  unoxprctofl  removal  ofn  niimhcr  of  our  nclivf  Clcrgyiiion,  is  a 
ciicuinstjjucc  wliicli  mo  cannot  hut  deplon',  notA\itiistandiiig  other  p<»rtion.^ 
oftho  American  Church  have  received  tlie  strengt'n  Avhicli  it  has  been  our 
h)t  thus  to  h)se.  Some  oi' these  removals  liave  been  <!ccasiuned  l>y  tail- 
ing health,  and  others  by  wPvUt  ot' adequate  support.  In  an  etiort  to  arrest 
this  ;^To\ving  e\il  of  frequent  clitmges  among-  tjie  C'lergv,  esj)ecially  in  our 
ncMly  gritliered  Congrejiations,  I  must  appeal  to  both  ("lerfrv  and  Laity — • 
entreating  the  Clergy  prayerfully  to  consider  the  injvny,  in  many  cases 
irrepanilde,  done  to  our  small  Parishes  just  stj'uggiing  into  existence,  by 
the  sudden  departure  of  their  Minister,  who  has  been  with  them  just  long 
iMiougii  to  make  them  look  to  him  for  counsel,  defence  and  encourage- 
ment; and  entreating  the  Laity  to  reflect  upon  the  awfulness  of  the  re. 
sponsibility  they  assume  in  witidiolding  the  means — »means  clearly  and 
fully  \\iihin  their  power— necessai}  to  carry  on  the  work  of  Cod  in  preach- 
ing  the  (loo.pel  to  the  poor. 

That  which  calls  especially  ^or  our  increased  watchfulness  and  prayer, 
at  the  present  time,  is  the  violent  opposition  we  meet  with  in  pro.secuiing 
our  holy  labors.  Xe\er  has  the  Church  been  called  to  sutii-r  a  more 
combined  and  unrelenting  persocuti(m  than  at  this  hour:  and  we,  in  tliij* 
Diocese,  have  our  full  share.  Let  us  not  be  thrown  oti'  our  guard— not 
forget  the  spirit  wc  are  of.  But  be  careful  to  retin-n  blessing  for  cursing. 
And  to  liumble  ourselves  before  Cod  tbr  our  own  sins,  \\'hile  Ave  pray  for 
those  \\'ho  despitetiilly  use  us  and  persecute  us.  Let  us  meekly  submit  to 
the  discij)line  of  our  Father  in  Heaven,  and  rejoice  that  we  are  counted 
worthy  to  sulier  shame  tbr  His  Son's  sake.  And  let  us  supplicate  tor  f»ur- 
Kcives  a  double  portion  of  His  Spirit.  Severe  trials  may  Ijc  before  us. 
We  may  yet  be  called  to  resist  unto  blood  striving  against  sin.  We  have 
just  passed  through  a  day  of  the  most  reckless  liberalism.  We  are  now 
called  to  one  of  intolerant  persecution.  Let  us  place  ourselves  fully  and 
strictly  under  the  spirit  and  guidance  of  Him  who  loved  the  Church  and 
gave  Himself  for  it.

The 
Rev.  S.  Y.  McMasters,  Deacon,  has,  ])y  my  request,  taken  charge-  of  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson,  and  parts  adjacent.  The  Rev. 
T.  S.  W.  Mott  has  left  St.  John's  Church  in  the  Wilderness,  and  taken 
up  his  residence  in  Caldwell  County,  where  ho  officiates  whenever  his 
liealth  will  permit.  The  Rev.  A.  F.  Olmsted,  J)(!acon,  has,  by  my  re. 
quest,  taken  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Lincolnton.  The  Rev.  Wm. 
B.  Otis  has  left  the  charge  of  Grace  Church,  Plymouth.  The  Rev.  John 
Singeltary  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  and  is  a- 
})Out  to  take  the  temporary  charge  of  St.  John's  Church  in  the  Wilderness. 
The  Rev.  William  K.  Snowden  has  letl  his  Missionary  charge,  and  ac- 
cei)tcd  the  Rectorship  oi'  St.  Peter's   Church,   Washington.     The  Rev. 
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Lewis  Taylor  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford. 
The  Rev.  Joseph  J.  Ridley,  Deacon,  has,  hy  my  request,  talvcn  charge  of 
St.  John's,  Wiiiiamsborough,  and  St.  James's,  Granville  County,  and  the 
Churcii  in  Louisburg.  The  Rev.  R.  H.  Wilmer  has  been  received  by 
letter  from  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  and  become  the  Rector  of  St.  James's 
Church,  Wilmington.  The  Rev.  George  Wilmer,  Deacon,  has  been  re- 
ceived by  letter  from  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  and,  by  my  request,  become 
Assistant  to  the  Rector  of  St.  James.  Hence  it  will  be  seen,  that  our 
list  of  Clergy  has  been  diminished  one  from  the  number  of  last  year.  Our, 
list  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  too,  is  somewhat  diminished.  The 
following  persons  are  now  Candidates:  Messrs.  Stoughton,  Robarts,  Bux- 
ton, Packam,  and  Huske.  Of  the  list  reported  last  year,  Messrs.  Olm- 
sted, McMasters,  and  Ridley,  have  been  adn_iitted  to  Holy  Orders;  Mr, 
Reed  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  New  York;  and  Mr.  Putnam  dismissed 
on  the  ground  of  mental  aberration.  Mr.  Buxton,  at  his  own  request,  has 
received  an  extension  of  the  term  of  his  Candidateship. 

In  connexion  with  this  fact  of  the  fewness  of  our  Candidates  for  Holy 
Orders,  let  me  appeal  to  the  pious  young  men  in  the  Diocese  engaged  in 
secular  occupations,  to  consider  the  alarming  deficiency  in  the  numbers  of 
our  Clergy  to  meet  the  Saviour's  requirement  'Ho  preach  the  Gospel  to  the 
poor;"  and  to  set  apart  seasons  of  humble  and  prayerful  and  earnest  in- 
quiry with  themselves,  whether,  in  the  present  necessities  of  the  Church, 
their  vows  of  self-consecration  to  her  divine  Head  can  be  fulfilled  in  any 
way  so  entirely  as  by  their  deAotion  to  the  holy  Ministry.  And  further, 
let  me  call  upon  my  Brethren  of  the  Clergy,  to  make  it  a  special  duty  to 
direct  the  minds  of  baptised  children,  under  the  influence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  to  this  sacred  office.  And  finally,  let  us  all,  as  a  branch  of  the 
Church  Catholic,  earnestly  and  with  increased  importunity,  "pray  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest  to  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest." 

I  cannot  conclude  my  remarks  without  calling  the  attention  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  through  the  Convention,  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  to 
certain  objects  of  special  interest. 

The  grand  and  all-absorbing  object  which  it  is  the  Church's  office  to  ad- 
vance, is  the  dispensation  of  the  Gospel  to  the  needy  and  destitute. 

In  fiilfiliing  this  her  office,  one  of  the  first  claims  to  her  attention,  I  con- 
ceive to  be,  the  immediate  completion  of  the  Church  at  Chapel  Hill.  By 
the  Report  of  Professor  Green,  who  has  in  charge  the  Church  of  the  A- 
tonement  at  that  place,  it  appears  that  the  "Church  building,"  a  beautiful 
Gothic  structure,  admirably  appropriate  to  the  situation^  "was  commenced 
in  June  last,  and  is  now  about  three-fourths  completed.  In  order  to  finish 
it  according  to  the  original  design,  something  like  1200  dollars  will  yet  be 
required  in  addition  to  the  present  subscription  list."  "For  this  sum,"  adds 
the  Professor,  "we  earnestly  look  to  those  portions  of  the  Diocese  which 
have  as  yet  contributed  little  or  nothing  towards  the  Avork."  In  a  private 
letter  to  myself,  Professor  Green  urges  the  importance  of  a  public  meet- 
ing, during  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  to  aid  in  securing  the  required 
subscription,  and  requests  the  Bishop  to  take  the  lead  in  the  matter.  I 
approve  of  the  suggestion,  and  know  of  no  way  in  which  I  could  so  well 
bring  it  to  your  notice  as  in  this  Address.  In  addition  to  the  completion 
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of  tho  Chnrch,  it  is  liighl}'  important  to  secure   at  once   tlie  services  of  a 
Missionaiy,  l)y  a  liberal  contribution  to  his  support. 

In  the  next  place,  our  Missions  demand,  and  most  importunately,  an  in- 
creased and  more  united  effort.  Their  state,  with  a  view  of  what  each 
Parish  is  doing  in  their  behalf,  is  to  be  submitted  in  the  Missionary  Re- 
port. One  remark,  however,  may  not  here  be  out  of  place.  And  it  is 
made  here  for  the  purpose  of  calling  attention  to  the  facts  of  the  Report. 
And  it  is  this:  that  v/ant  of  j'fcimiary  ability  cannot  Ije  the  cause  of  the 
small  contributions  of  some  of  our  Parishes, — as,  among  our  largest  Parishes, 
those  who  are  l^asl  able,  as  a  general  thing,  have  given  the  most. 

In  regard  to  the  Missionary  lield,  generally,  which  is  now  before  us,  it 
is  only  necessary  to  remark,  that  its  extent,  and  hence  its  necessities,  have 
increased,  while  the  means  placed  at  the  dispo^^al  of  the  Missionary  Com- 
mittee, to  meet  these  necessities^  have  considerably  dimini.4ed;  and  hence 
they  have  been  tbrced,  however  reluctantly,  to  abandon  some  of  the  Mis- 
sionary  Stations.  This  has  been  the  fact  in  regard  to  those  in  Hertford 
and  Gates  Counties,  and  two  or  three  in  the  Mountains.  While  others 
\vdxe  ])een  left  by  their  Ministers  for  the  want  of  adequate  support.  The 
JMountain  district  of  our  Diocese  is  the  region  vvhich  emphatically  invites 
our  labors.  If  the  deepest  spiritual  ignorance,  the  most  alarming  state  of 
moral  habit,' and  the  most  encouraging  readiness  to  receive  the  blessings 
of  the  Church,  can  constitute  an  invitation,  then,  I  repeat,  it  is  most  em- 
phatic—too emphatic  to  be  unheeded  m  ithout  guilt. 

But  in  order  efiectually  to  take  possession  of  this  needy  land  thus  open 
to  us,  our  efforts  have  hitherto  been  directed  mainly  to  three  or  four  points. 
Indeed,  for  the  last  .six  months,  we  have  felt  obliged  to  circumscribe  our 
operations  to  Lincoln,  Burke,  and  Ashe  Counties.  In  the  two  former,  as 
the  Report  of  the  3'lissionary  will  show,  we  are  doing  all  that  could  be 
expected  of  us,  \\\xi\  a  noble,  self-denying  Missionary,  embarrassed  by  a 
scanty  suppoi-t.  1  pray  you,  good  Brethren,  to  enable  me  to  send  him  an 
assistant;  and  pray  you  in  behalf  of  those  lor  whom  Ciirist  has  shed  his 
blood,  and  v.hom  you  will  ere  long  meet  at  Christ's  awful  bar  of  judgment. 

The  last  Mission  to  which  I  ask  your  special  attention — and  I  put  it 
last  Ijecau'se  I  think  it  the  very  farthest  from  being  last — is  that  of  Ashe 
County,  under  the  direction  of  our  well-tried — may  I  not  say  severely  tried? 
— brother,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Prout.  That  Mission  is  deepl}-  interesting  in  it- 
self, as  I  remarked  to  }ou  somewhat  at  large  in  my  last  Conventional  Ad- 
dress. The  section  of  country  where  it  is  situated*  is  beaulitiil  and  strik- 
ing, far  beyond  my  powers  of  description;  while  the  inhabitants  cannot  be 
overmatched  i\\  spiritual  destitution  by  the  iniiabitants  of  any  other  known 
land.  A  portion  of  them  had  not,  before  the  arrival  of  our  brother,  heard 
for  seven  years,  even  an  uncertain  sound  of  the  Gospel.  And  they  are 
now  willing  to  l>e  taught-— miny  of  them  eager  to  be  taught — the  way  of 
salvation  by  Christ!  Besides,  the  V^alley  of  the  Wataga,  where  our  Mis- 
sionary has  planted  the  standard  of  the  Croiis,  is  a  kind  of  connectijjg  link 
between  the  ditlerent  portions  of  that  whole  needy  region.  Avenues  o- 
pen  on  every  side  to  large  districts  equally  destitute  and  neglected  with 
itself.  Indeed,  six  Missionaries  at  least  might  at  this  moment  be  pi-olita- 
])ly  employed  at  that  poijit.'  Two,  with  an  etHcient  School-mastfM',  is  the 
smallest  iiuinber  we  can  tliink  of  attenipting  to  proce-ed  \\ith.     The  plan, 
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which,  after  full  inqviiry  and  mature  cousideratioiij  I  regard  as  the  only 
feasiWe  one  ior  a  sure  and  ad-cquate,  thougii  gradual  supply  of  spiritual 
pri\i]eges  to  this  needy  people,  is  che  following:  Land  in  that  neigh])or» 
liood  is  good  and  cheap.  For  two  hijndred  dollars  at  the  most,  a  farm 
could  be  procured  with  sufficient  '"clearing"  to  support  a  Missionary  estab- 
lishment equal  in  extent  to  the  demands  of  the  surrounding  country.  Add 
to  this  tMo  hundred  more,  and  the  farm  could  be  properly  "stocked"  and 
supplied  with  the  buildings  needful  for  immediate  use.  For  the  inconsid- 
erable sum,  tlien,  of  $400,  a  Missionary  establishment  might  be  placed 
upon  a  permanent  footing,  which  would  secure  a  comibrtable  home,  and 
in  a  short  tim^  maintenance  to  a  number  of  Missionaries  adequate  to  the 
supply  of  spiritual  food  to  the  now  famishing,  yea  perishing,  thousands 
which  cluster  around  the  mountains  of  Ashe,  Yanct^y,  and  a  part  of  Burke 
Counties.  And  let  us  consider  the  advantages  of  having  our  Missionary 
operations  in  that  quarter  concentred  in  svich  an  establishment.  1.  For 
cheapness,  it  would  certainly  have  the  advantage  of  all  other  methods. — 
2.  And  also  for  securing  permanent  ministerial  services — as  the  Mission- 
aries would  enjoy  the  comforts  of  a  home,  of  society,  and  of  mutual  coun- 
sel and  fellowship.  Besides,  it  v.^ouid  furnish  the  most  etfeclual  means  of 
ensuring  and  fixing  the  attachment  of  this  people  to  the  Church.  It  would 
give  to  our  operations  an  aspect  of  force,  a.nd  stability,  and  earnestness, 
which  is  incalculaljly  important  in  an  appeal  to  the  uninstructed  mind. 
And  moreover,  such  a  plan  would  silence,  in  a  good  degree,  opposititjn, 
and  prevent  interference  from  the  jealousy  o^^  the  surrounding  sects.  On 
every  account,  therefore,  a  plan  such  as  I  suggest  commends  itself  to  your 
favor  and  active  co-operation.  And  now,  in  conclusion,  I  appeal  <to  you 
as  Stewards — as  having  in  trust  the  power  of  the  holy  Church  in  this  Di- 
ocese— as  destined  soon  to  stand  with  the  needy  before  the  judgment-seat 
of  Christ;  and  I  ask  you  in  the  name  of  God,  iii  Christ's  behalf!  ask  you, 
will  you  suiier  so  fair,  so  inviting  an  opportunity  for  saving  souls,  to  pass 
miimproved  for  the  want  of  so  small  a  sum? 

I  cannot  conclude  my  Address,  without  a  passing  notice  of  St.  Mary's 
School,  under  the  rectorship  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smedes.  Its  prosperity  and 
promised  benefit  to  the  Church,  v/hile.they  call  for  our  prayer*  and  en- 
couragements,  go  far  to  show  us  that  Godl^  wa;ys  are  best.  "^  That  while 
w^e  were  mournhig  over  the  failure  of  the  Episcopal  School,  He  designed 
in  that  tailure  a  greater  good  to  the  Diocese. 

The  characte.r  of  the  time,  beloved  Bvethren,  calls  our  attention  loudjy 
to  the  words  of  the  holy  Paul:  "Be  kindly  afFecfioned  one  to  another  with. 
brotherly  love" — "Be,  quiet  and  study  to  do  youj-  own  business" — "and  let 
the  peace  of  God  rule  in  your  hearts." 

To  His  grace  I  commend  you  in  these  your  deliberations  for  the  advance- 
ment of  His  holy  Church  in  this  Diocese.

As  Rector  of  St.  Mary's  Scliool,  I  have  to  report,  that  during  the  past 
year  I  have  officiated  regularly,  moriiing  and  evening,  on  the  Lord's  days, 
and  in  the  morning  on  the  other  holy  days  of  the  Church,  in  the  Chapel 
of  our  Institution.  This  is  a  room  of  some  30  by  45  feet,  turnished  with 
p«'ws,  an  organ,  a  chancel  and  altar,  and  exclusively  appropriated  to  re- 
ligious instruction  and  worship.  Here  the  solemn  Service  of  our  Church 
is  performed,  and  her  Sacraments  and  ordinances  are  administered,  in  the 
4 
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presence  only  of  our  pupils,  their  teachers,  and  our  domestics,  with  a  free- 
dom from  interruption  and  distraction  most  tavorable  to  devotion  and  their 
spiritual  improvement. 

Besides  the  religious  instruction  imparted  in  the  Chapel  on  Sundays  and 
other  holy  days,  a  portion  of  every  day  is  set  apart  for  this  purpose.  The 
pupils  are  required  to  commit  to  memory, 'and  to  recite  daily,  passages  of 
Scriptiu'e  which  are  minutely  explained  and  illustrated,  and  which  con- 
tain a  systematic  view  of  all  the  great  doctrines  of  the  Gospel  as  held  by 
the  Church,  with  their  practical  results  and  bearings.  These  passages 
are  reviewed  so  frequently,  that,  it  is  believed,  the  impiTssion  they  make 
will  be  indelible. 

During  the  past  year,  one  of  our  pupils  was  baptised,  and  3  were  con- 
firmed, who  immediately  became  Communicants.  Twelve  others  are  pre- 
paring themselves  for  the  rite  of  Confirmation;  and  I  am  happy  to  say, 
that  the  good  order,  the  kind  feeling,  and  the  respect  for  religious  observ- 
ances and  duties  which  prevail  in  the  School,  aflbrd  the  most  cheering  il- 
lustration of  the  effects  of  a  faithful  endeavor  to  employ  the  discipline  of 
the  Church  in  the  education  of  the  young.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Davis,  with  the  Rev.  jMr.  Walker,  Deacon,  at  St.  Luke's, 
Salisbur\ ;  Christ  and  St.  Andrew's  Churches,  RoMan  County;  Mocksville, 
Davie  County;  Lexinoton,  Davidson  County;  Mills'  Settlement,  Iredell 
Coimty;  and  Charlotte,  jMecklenburg  County.

The  ]Missionary  Committee  respectfully  press  upon  the  attention  of  the 
Convention,  that  from  the  deficiency  of  tlmds,  it  has  been  found  absolutely 
jiecessary  to  suspend,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Missionary  services  at  the 
following  places:  Truiity  Church  and  St.  Thomas's,  with  the  other  small 
Parishes  in  Beaufort  Comity;  St.  Luke's,  Locust  Grove;  Williamston,  Mar- 
tin County;  Gatesville  and  Middle  Swamp,  Gates  County;  Murfreesbo- 
rough  and  Manney's  Neck,  Hertford  County;  Grace  Church,  Plymouth. 

From  the  same  cause,  the  Committee  have  been  unable  to  afford  the 
necessary  aid  to  secure  services  at  the  following  important  places:  Waynes, 
borough,'  Wayne  County;  Kinston,  Lenoir  County;  Greenville  and  Pugh's 
Chapel,  Pitt  County.  And  have  been  compelled  to  make  but  partial  ap- 
propriations to  the  IMissionaries  actually  employed.  Besides  which,  the 
Committee  have  deemed  it  inexpedient  to  purchase  such  Books  or  Tracts 
as  would  be  highly  important  for  giving  efficiency  to  Missionary  operations. 

The  Committee  would  respecttidly  recooniiend  the  following  Resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  having  a  Parochial 
Cure,  be  hereby  enjoined  to  piess  upon  his  Congregation,  in  a  public  dis- 
course at  least  once  a  year,  the  high  obligations  under  which  we  lie  to 
contriljute  from  our  means,  on  the  })rinciple  of  Systematic  Charity,  as  re- 
commended  by  the  Bish(»p  and  adopted  by  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  having  a  Parochial  Cure,  or,  where 
there  is  no  Clergyman,  the  Wardens  of  a  Parish,  be  requested  to  transmit 
quarterly,  to  the  Treasurer,  the  amount  collected  up  to  that  time  tor  Mis- 
sionary operations.

The  undersigned,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, to  whom  it  was  reterred  to  take  into  consideraiion  the  Scheme  of 
An  Indian  Mission,  ol?3red  to  the  Board,  by  the  Domestic  Committee, 
and  report  tliereon  at  the  next  annual  meeting;  and,  in  the  meanwhile,  to 
notify  every  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  Church,  that  such  a  scheme  is 
mider  consideratien  in  the  Board,  with  a  view  to  its  presentation  at  the 
next  General  Conventi(jn,  hereby  complies  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Committee,  in  trausmitting  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Ca- 
rulina,  the  Scheme  which  folio\^'s.  For  the  Committee,

SCHEME. 

1.  The  "Indian  Territory,"  as  being  now  the  permanent  national  home 
of  Ihe  Red  Man,  to  be  recognized  and  declared  by  the  Cliurch  a  distinct 
Episcopal  charge,  under  the  title  of  the  "Indian  Diocese." 


2.  The  pcclesiaj!;tical  riglits  and  adinini.-tration  of  the  Indian  Diocese, 
as  involving  peculiar  circumstances,  to  be  regulated  by  special  canon. 

3.  A  Bishop  for  the  same  to  be  elected  in  the  same  nianner  as  the  Mis- 
sionary Bishops,  and  consecrated  so  soon  as  one  may  be  found  lilted  and 
willing  for  this  arduous  charge,  and  content  to  devote  his  energies  through 
life  to  the  spiritual  interests  of  his  red  brethren,  with  provision  for  an  As- 
sistant in  case  of  necessity. 

The  manner  and  conditions  of  election  of  such  Assistant  to  be  also  pro- 
vided for  by  the  canon  regulating  the  Indian  Diocese. 

4.  The  Bishop  tu'is  cliosen  to  be  ecclesiastically  independent  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  yet  holding  such  voluntary  connection  and  correspond- 
ence with  it  as  the  needs  of  his  Diocese  may  require,  and  reporting  to 
and  tlirough  it  accordingly. 

5.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Domestic  Committee  to  be  instructed  to  open 
with  the  Church  a  special  account  for  Indian  Missions,  to  be  entitled  "The 
Indian  Branch  Treasurj-,"  and  in  all  his  reports  to  distinguish  the  items  of 
the  sajne  from  general  receipts  and  expenditure. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  then  adjourned  to  4  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Morning  Prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walker,  and  a  Sermon 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cheshire,  from  1  Cor.,  4th  chap.,  2d  verse.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  read,  and,  on  motion  accepted. 

REPORT  of  the  Committee  on  the  Sfate  of  the  Church, 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  report — 

That  the  number  of  Communicants  reported  to  this  Convention  is  1711; 
— being  an  increase,  during  the  past  year,  of  67.  This  statement,  how- 
ever, docs  not  fairly  represent  the  accessions  that  have  actually  been  made 
to  the  Church.  A  large  number  of  Communicants  have  l)een  withdrawn 
from  us  by  removal  and  by  death;  in  some  Parishes  half  as  many  as  have 
been  added,  and  in  some  three  times  as  m.any. 

The  Confiimations  have  been  300, — being  86  more  than  in  the  last  year. 

Baptisms,  Adults  150,  fntants  310,  in  all  460, — being  less  by  160'than 
in  the  past'year. 

Three  persons  have  been  ordained  Deacons,  and  one  Deacon  has  been 
admitted  to  the  Priesthood. 

The  number  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  is  five. 

The  number  of  Clergy  is  twenty-eight,  of  whom  nine  are  Missionaries. 

The  number;of  Sunday  School  Scholars  and  Catechumens  has  been  re- 
ported from  only  tvv'o  Parishes.  It  is  hoped  that  this  omission  does  not  a- 
rise  from  a  general  neglect  of  Catechetical  instruction.  The  statement 
of  the  number  of  Catechumens  is  indispensable  to  an  accurate  view  of  the 
state  of  the  Church. 

The  Purochiai  Rcpoils  arc  made  in  every  variety  of  {iirm,  so  that   it  is 


difficult  to  ascertain  from  them  the  actual  and  comparative  condition  of 
each  Parish.  Tiie  Committee  would  urge  the  Clergy  to  toUow  strictly 
the  form  of  a  Parocliial  Report  which  is  to  be  prepared  for  them  by  the 
Bishop. 

The  Committee,  after  a  careful  survey  of  the  State  of  the  Church,  and 
of  the  means  wliicJi  may  make  it  prosper,  desire  to  express  tlieir  delibe- 
rate approval  of  tiie  plan  of  a  Missionary  Settlement  in  the  West,  recom- 
mended to  this  Convention  by  the  Bishop. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  be  held  on  the 
third  Wednesday  of  May,  1845,  in  the  Town  of  Fayette viile. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  then  presented  the  following  Reports,  which 
were  severally  read  and  adopted,  viz: 

REPORTS  of  the  CommHtee  on  Canons, 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  making 
further  provision  for  the  election  of  Lay  Delegates,  have  had  the  subject 
under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  following  additional 
Article  to  the  Constitution: 

ARTICLE  — . 
Each  Church  or  Congregation  in  this  Diocese,  w^hich  is  now  a  member 
or  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  elect  by  its  Vestry,  in  addition  to  those  authorised  by  the  third  Ar- 
ticle, four  Alternate  Delegates,  to  till  any  vacancy  in  the  delegation  elect 
in  the  order  of  their  election. 

Respectfully  submitted.

The  Committee  on  Canonrs,  to  whom  was  referred  tlie  subject  of  elect- 
ing  Alternate  Delegates  to  the  (Tcneral  Convention,  have  had  the  same 
under  consideration,  and  respecttblly  report:  That  in  the  judgment  of  this 
Committee,  it  is  inexpedient  to  make  any  such  electi(jn.  They  reeom- 
mend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Uesohition: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  event  of  the  inability  of  any  of  the  Delegates  to 
attend  the  ensuing  General  Convention,  the  Bishop  be  hereby  authorised 
and  requested  to  supply  any  such  vacancy.

The  Special  Committee  on  Missions  made  the  following  Report,  which 
was  accepted: 

REPORT  of  the  Special  Commiiice  on  Missions. 

The  Special  C<nnniitte(»,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  r>isho|)'s 
Addresses  of  the  i)ast  and  present  year  as  relates  to  Diocesan  Missions,  re- 
ppectiidly  report — 

That  the  sum  on  which  we  can  rely  witli  certainty   for  the  Missionary

operailojis,  Is  from  1*3  to  13  huntired  dollars,  which  is  insufficient  for  ttic 
niaintenance  of  the  Missionaries  at  present  employed.  The  wants  of  the 
Church  require,  it  is  very  evident  from  the  Report  of  the  Missionary  Com- 
mittee, much  more  extended  operations  than  can  now  be  effected  by  the 
limited  means  phiced  at  our  disposal.  Ea'cu  the  maintenance  of  Mission- 
ary services  at  Stations  from  which,  during  the  past  year,  for  the  want  of 
means,  they  have  been  necessarily  withdrawn,  would  require  an  addition- 
al sum  of  at  least  $1000.  In  addition  to  which,  it  wouM  be  highly  im- 
portant to  have  a  Missionary  stationed  at  C'hapel  Hill,  and  two  others  in 
the  Mountain  District,  which  would  require  an  additional  amoimt  of  not 
less  than  '$400, — making  an  aggregate  arxiount  required  for  Missionary 
purposes  of  at  least  $"2600;  which  the  Committee  believe  can  be  obtained 
by  every  member  of  the  Church  acting  conscientiously  on  the  injunction 
of  the  Apostle,  "On  the  first  day  of  the  week,  let  each  one  of  you  lay  by 
in  store  according  as  God  has  ])rospered"  him. 

The  Committee  have  taken  into  careful  consideration  that  portion  of 
the  Bishop's  Address  to  the  present  Convention,  in  relation  to  tlie  Mission- 
ary Station  in  the  Valley  of  the  Wataga,  and  deem  it  of  the  highest  im- 
j>urtance  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Church;  and  recommend  to  the  Dio- 
cese, to  use  every  practicable  effort  to  establish  and  sustain  the  Mission 
on  that  Station.

On  motion,  1000  copies  of  the  Journals  of  this  Convention  were  order- 
ed to  be  printed. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  retired,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason  was  called 
to  the  Chair. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Hubbard,  Resolved  unanimously^  That  a  Com- 
mittee of  six  persons  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  to  request  the  consent  of 
the  Bishop  to  the  publication  of  the  five  Sermons  he  has  recently  preach- 
ed to  the  principal  Churches  of  this  Diocese. 

The  Cliair  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hubbard,  Singeltary,  and  John- 
ston, of  the  Clergy;  and  Messrs.  Jacocks,  Collins,  and  Eaton,  of  the  Laity, 
to  form  said  Committee.  And,  on  motion,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason  was  ad- 
ded to  the  same. 

The  Bishop  resumed  the  Chair;  and  no  other  business  appearing  on  the 
Minutes,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

ARTICLE  I. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  accedes  to,  recognises, 
and  adopts,  the  General  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  United  States,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  be  an  Aiuiual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  at 
such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  next  preceding  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  Each 
regularly  ordained  Minister,  of  either  order,  being  settled  with  a  parochial 
charge  in  tliis  State;  or  being  a  President,  Professor,  or  Instructer  of  youth, 
in  any  Seminary  of  Learning  in  this  State;  or  being  a  Missionary  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiasti- 
cal  authority  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the 
Convention;  provided  he  shall  have  been  actually  and  canonically  a  resi- 
dent of  the  State,  or  shall  have  been  a  candidate  for  orders  belonging  to 
tliis  diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  Con- 
vention.  Each  Church  or  Congregation  in  this  Diocese,  which  is  now  a 
member,  or  shall  hereaiter  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall 
be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates,  not  ex- 
ceeding four,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  or  by  the  Congregation,  from 
among  the  members  of  such  Congregation.  Provided  however,  that  no 
one  person  shall  be  the  Delegate  of  more  than  one  Church  or  Congrega- 
tion at  the  same  Convention.  Provided  also,  that  this  Article  shall  not 
exclude  from  the  Convention  any  Clergyman  who  is  now^  and  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  a  resident  in  this  State,  and  who  is  now  a  member  of  this 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  \vith  Prayer,, and  a  Sermon,  wlu'ch 
sliall  be  delivered  by  some  Clergyman  who  has  been  nominated  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Church.

ARTICLE  V. 

A  Prifvsidelit  shall  he  alimially  appointed,  Avho  shall  presiclc  in  all  inrrt* 
iiigs  ol"the  Convoiitiuu,  except  wlicu  a  Bishop  shall  be  jtreseiit,  when  he 
shall,  ex  officio,  be  President. 

ARTICLE  VL 

A  Sccretarv  shall  be  annually  chosen,  Avhose  duty  it  shall  Ite  to  keep  a 
record  oftlie  proceedings,  and  to  give  timely  Jiotice  to  eacli  Minister  arid 
A  «\<try,  ot"th(3  time  and  place  of  each  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  this 
Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

A  t^tanding  Committee,  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  per* 
fions,  shall  be  annually  chosen  by  ballot.  They  shall  have  power  to  ad- 
mit Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  and  when  there  is  not  a  Bishop,  they 
•shall  examine  and  pass  on  the  testimonials  of  foreign  Clergymen.  They 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Convention;  and  shall  transact  all  other 
business  as  they  are  empowered  to  do  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Ceneral  Convention.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  fdl  any  vacan* 
cies  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body  by  death,,  removal,  or  otherwise, 
during  the  recess  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

ARTICLE  Vm. 

A  majority  of  the  ^Standing  Committee  of  this  Church  shall  at  all  times 
be  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese;  and  no  Layman  shall  be  aj)p()inted  a  mem- 
ber of  said  Committee,  except  he  be  a  communicant  of  the  Episcopal 
Church. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

In  all  questions  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  Avhen  it  shall 
be  required  by  the  Delegation  of  one  Church  or  Congregation,  or  by  any 
one  Clerical  member,  the  Laity  shall  vote  by  Congregations.  And  when 
it  shall  be  so  required,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  and  in  the 
latter  case,  the  concurrence  of  l)oth  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  make  a 
decision  of  the  Convention.  When  no  such  division  of  the  Convention 
shall  be  required,  each  member  of  the  Convention,  both  Clerical  and  Lay, 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  the  following 
manner:  The  order  of  the  Clergy  shall  nominate  and  appoint  l>y  ballot, 
some  fit  and  qualified  Clergyman  for  that  olbce,  and  if  this  appointment 
])e  approved  by  the  Lay  order,  lie  shall  bo  declared  duly  elected.  In  the 
above  mentioned  nomination  and  appointment,  a  majority  of  each  order 
shall  determine  the  choice — provided  that  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  en- 
titled to  votes  be  present,  and  two-tliirda  of  all  the  Congregations  entitled 
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\r)  votrs  1)0.  represented;   oil.erMise   two-thirds  oi"  the  votes  ot'  each  order 
ahdli  be  necessary  to  deteriiiiiie  the  choice* 

ARTICLE  XL 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  except  by  the  con* 
curi'ent  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  members  at  an  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention—such  vote  being  taken  in  accordance  with  the  pre- 
ceding provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Each  Church  or  Congregation  in  this  Diocese,  which  is  now  a  member 
or  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  enti- 
th^d  to  elect  by  its  Vestry,  in  addition  to  tliose  authorised  by  the  third  Ar- 
ticle, four  Alternate  Delegates,  to  till  any  vacancy  in  the  delegation  elect 
in  the  order  of  tJx'ir  election.

CANON  L— Passed  April  1817» 

Of  Presentments, 

Every  trial  of  a  Clergyman  in  this  .Church,  f)r  misbehaviour,  shall  be 
on  presentment,  made  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Convention,  by  the  Vestry  of 
the  Parish  to  which  the  Clergyman  belongs,  or  by  three  or  more  Presby. 
ters  of  the  Church.  In  every  presentment  the  charge  or  charges  shall 
be  distinctly  specit^ed. 

CANON  II.— Passed  April  1817. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergymam 

For  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  three  Presbyters, 
who  shall  be  constituted  a  board  for  trying  the  accused  person.  The 
Bishop  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  trial;  of  both  which,  at  least  a 
month's  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  party  accused;  and  should  he  neglect 
or  reflise  to  attend,  the  trial  shall  proceed.  The  Board  thus  constituted, 
shall  examine  full}-,  the  charges  alleged,  and  keep  a  minute  and  accurate 
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record  of  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses,  and  of  every  question  and  pro- 
ceeding- that  comes  belbre  them.  No  charge  shall  be  substantiated  on  the 
testimony  of  less  than  two  witnesses.  On  the  examination  of  any  witness, 
should  the  accused  party  require  it,  an  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  admin- 
istered by  a  magistrate.  In  all  questions,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  ne- 
cessary to  a  decision.  Having  come  to  a  decision  on  the  charge  or  charges 
respectively,  the  Board  shall  communicate  their  decision  to  the  Bishop — 
and  also,  in  case  they  have  found  the  accused  guilty,  the  sentence  which, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced.  A  certified  copy  of  the  record  of 
their  proceedings  shall  be  laid  before  the  Bishop,  and  his  judgment  in  the 
case  be  linal. 

CANON  III.— Passed  April  1817. 
Of  the  Sentence  to  be  ]}ronounced  on  a  Clergyman  found  guilty  of  Misbe- 

■     liamour. 
This  sentence   may   be   admonition,  suspension,  degradation  from  the 
ministr}^  or  excommunication;  and  shall  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop  and 
communicated  to  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese. 

CANON  IV.— Passed  April  1319. 
Respecting  the  Call  of  a  Special  Convention. 
When  a  Special  Convention  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary in  issuing  the  notifications,  to  specify  therein  the  business  and  purpo- 
ses for  which  the  Convention  is  to  be  assembled. 

CANON  v.— Passed  April  1819. 
Concerning  Parochial  Registers  and  Reports. 
In  order  to  give  effect  to  the  40th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  in 
1808,  it  is  hereljy  required  that  each  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  keep  a 
register  of  all  the  Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him 
in  the  discharge  of  his  Ministry;  specifying  the  names  of  the  parties  mar- 
ried, the  name  and  time  of  the  birth  of  the  child  baptised,  with  the  names 
of  the  parents,  and  the  name  of  the  person  buried,  and  the  time  when 
each  rite  is  performed;  which  register  shall  be  transcribed,  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  belonging  to  the 
Vestry  of  each  Church.  He  shall  also  keep  a  register  of  the  names  of 
the  Communicants  within  his  care.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
Minister  to  report  annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion,  the  amount  or  sum  total  of  said  registers,  and  also  the  amount  of  the 
register  of  aduhs  required  to  be  kept  by  the  aforesaid  Canon  of  the  Gene- 
ral Convention,  together  with  a  written  account  of  the  state  of  the  Parish. 
Which  rej)orts  shall  be  by  the  Bishop  communicated  to  the  Convention, 
and  read  in  their  presence,  in  order  to  promote  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  state  of  the  Church;  and  shall  afterwards  be  preserved  by  the  Secre- 
tary among  the  records  of  the  Convention. 

CANON   VI.— Passed  April  1819. 
The  Clergy  required  to  attend  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention. 
Whereas  the  re;njlar  attendance  of  tlie  Clcr<;v  at  the  meetings  of  the 


Convention,  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interests  ol'the  Church,  this 
fluty  is  hereljj-  enjoined  on  them.  At  the  opening  of  each  Convention, 
the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  therein  shall  ])e  called  over,  the 
absentees  noted,  and  at  the  ensuing  Convention  they  shall  be  called  upon 
lor  the  reasons  of  their  absence. 

CAXON  VII. — Passed  May  1842,  in  the  room  of  the  one  passed 

May  1821. 

Of  the  Forming  of  a  Congregation. 

Any  ten  or  more  Adults  may  form  themselves  into  a  Congregation  of 
this  Church,  and  be  received  into  union  with  this  Convention,\y%,onsent. 
iiig  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  these 
United  States,  as  set  forth  in  General  Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  by  assuming  a  name  to  desig. 
nate  such  Congregation;  by  electing  a  Vestry  of  four  or  more  persons,  not 
exceeding  twelve;  and  by  subscribing  the  following  form  of  Certilicate,  to 
be  presented  to  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese: 

^^e,  the  undersigned,  being  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  forming  our- 
selves into  a  Congregatio)!  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in ''these 
United  States,  do  certify  that  we  have  consented  to  be  governed  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in  General  Conven- 
tion,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in   this   Diocese; 

that  we  have  assumed  the  name  of ,  [here  should  follow  the  name,] 

and  have  elected  tiie  following  persons  Vestrymen,  to- wit:  [names  of  Ves- 

trymen.]     In  witness  v/hereof,  we  have  suliscribed  our  names,  this 

day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord . 

CANON  Vm.— Passed  May  1824. 

Respecting  Annual  Contributions. 

An  annual  contribution  shall  be  made  by  each  Congregation  in  this  Di- 
ocese,  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Bishop's  visitations,  and  the 
contingent  charges  of  the  Convention,  and  likewise  to  furnish  our  quota 
to  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  General  Convention;  which  sums  shall 
be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  as  they  shall  be  received. 

CANON  LX.— Passed  May  1924. 

Respecting  the  Bishop's  authority  to  change  the  place  of  holding  the  Con. 

rent  ion. 

In  all  cases  where  a  contagious  disease,  or  any  other  sufficient  cause, 
shall  render  it  necessary,  the  Bishop  may  change  the  place  of  meeting 
appointed  by  the  Convention. 

CAXON  X.— Passed  April  1825. 

To  appoint  a  Treasurer^  and  to  prescribe  his  Duties. 

A  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  be  appointed  annually.  He  shall 
have  the  custody  of  all  moneys   belonging  to  the  Convention,  and  shall 
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render  to  the  Convention  an  annual  account  of  all  moneys  so  entinjsted  to 
Lim.  TliG  said  Treasurer  shall,  ex  offirio,  receive  all  money  from  the 
Trustees  or  General  Agent  of  the  Fund  for  the  Episcopate,  as  it  may  be 
collected,  and  vest  the  same,  and  all  interests  and  dividends  thercon,  in  the 
Capital  Stocks  of  some  one  of  the  Banks  of  the  State. 

CAXON  XI.— Passed  May  1827. 

Authorising  the  Treasurer  to  invest  the  Money  belonging  to  Ctmvenfion. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall,  from  time  to  time,  inv»'st  in 
stock,  or  put  out  to  interest  on  good  secr.rity,  as  he  may  deem  most  advan- 
tageous,  all  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  especially  appropriated,  and  all 
siuns  received  for  the  use  of  the  Episcopate. 

CANON  XII.— Passed  May  1880. 

Pointing  out  the  Additional  Duties  of  the  Secretary^ 

It  shall  l>e  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  preserve  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers of  Convention,  during  its  sessions,  six  co))ies  of  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Church;  and  each  year  to  preserve  for  the  same  pnrj)ose, 
j*ix  copies  (>f  the  printed  Journals  of  Convention.  These  papers  the  Se- 
cretaiy  shall  cause  to  be  present  at  each  Convention. 

CANON  XIII.— Passed  May  1830. 

On  the  Election  of  a  Bishop. 

The  Lay  Delegates  of  no  Congregation  which  is  formed  after  a  vacancy 
has  occurred  in  the  office  of  Bishop,  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall  vote  in 
the  election  of  the  next  successor  in  the  office,  or  upon  any  question 
touching  such  election. 

CANON  XIV.— Passed  May  1841. 

Relating  to  the  Standing  Committee, 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  hold 
meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  every  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese; and  this  Canon  is  hereby  declared  to  be  due  notice  to  each  membi'r 
of  the  same,  to  assemble  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  each 
Annual  Convention* 
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Ailopk'd  at  rarinns  St! lings  of  ihe   t\nirni!ioii. 
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Resolved,  Tliat  witli  tlie  cor.seiit  of  liIs  Yostrv,  it  l)e  tho  duty  of  every 
settled  Cl(M-gvm:i'ii,  »«t  having  more  than  two  Congivgaiioiis  in  his  Pjiro- 
chial  Cure,  h)  devote  one  Sundn y  in  every  three  inoutlis  to  Mi.'JsionaiT  h\- 
bor,  and  that  the  Bishop  have  the  power  of  regu'athig  the  thiie  and  place 
of  service.      [A'iopted  Mmj  l-^S^.J

be  destitute  of  ChM-.oy men,  ])e  requested  to  forward  to  the  Secretary,  jit 
least  one  montli  betijre  the  meeting-  of  every  Annu;!l  Co-ivention,  a  repoit 
of  the  state  and  condition  of  said  Churches.     [Ad.op/cd  June  18:35.] 

Resolved,  Tluit  tlie  ']'reasurer  be  requested  to  ajinex  to  h\<  Report,  tlie 
list  of  those  Congregations  wliicli  have  tliiied  or  may  hereafter  liiil  to  poy 
the  sums  assessed  for  the  Bishop's  Salary  and  Contingent  Fund,  in  the 
hope,  tliat  upon  such  deiiciency  being  l)rought  to  their  notice,  they  niuy 
transmit  the  same  promptly.     [Achpted  May  18.36.] 

Resolved,  That  there  be  a  Committee  appointed  at  tlii-;  and  at  each 
succeeding  Convention,  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  be  ex  officio 
Chairman^  and  also  one  Presljyter  and  one  Layman,  Ijolh  residing  at  Ra- 
le igli. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  hereby  nppoijited,  shall  be  called  "the 
Committee  for  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergymen,  ai;d  of  the  Widows  aiid 
Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen;"  and  that  it  be  their  duty  to  apply  any 
moneys  raised  under  these  resolutions,  to  the  relief  of  such  disabled  Cler- 
gymen, and  to  the  relief  of  such  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  Clerg-y- 
nien,  as  they  may  deem  proper  objects  for  the  assistance. 

Resolved,  Tinit  it  be  tiie  duty  of  said  Committee,  to  ascertain  the  a- 
mount  of  money  which  will  probably  be  wanted  in  each  succeeding  year 
for  these  purposes,  and  to  report  to  each  Clergyman  the  respective  cases, 
and  also  the  amount  which  will  be  needed  from  their  respective  Ciires.^ 
It  being  understood  that  these  amounts  are  to  be  estimated  by  the  ratio  of 
the  present  assessment.  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  in  event  of  theie 
being  no  proper  objects,  there  shall  be  no  call  made. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Committee,  that  he  receive  all  moneys  contributed  to  this  object  and 
pay  out  the  same  on  the  warrant  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

'Resolved,  That  it  is  hereby  declared  to  bo  within  the  duty  of  the  Paro- 
chial Clergy,  to  urge  these  claims,  wheii  they  exist,  on  their  respective

Resolved,  Tliat  it  1)e  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  report  tlieir  annual 
proceedings  in  detail,  at  each  and  Gvcvy  Convention.    [Adop:ed  May  1841.] 

Resolved,  Tliat  it  be  recommended  to  every  Clergyman,  to  procure  an- 
nually the  sum  of  at  least  Five  Dollars,  in  money  or  books,  for  the  hicrease 
of  said  Lil)!'ary. 

Resolved,  That  each  Cleriryman  present  the  Librarian  with  a  list  of  the 
Books  in  his  own  or  in  his  Parish  Library,  so  that  unnecessary  duplicates 
may  not  be  purchased,  and  that  each  may  know  M'hcre  to  apply  tor  any 
needed  set  of  books.      [Adopted  May  1841.] 

Resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  other  Standing  Committees,  there 
ghall  be  one  appointed  at  each  Convention,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on 
the  Admission  of  new  Congregations.     [Adopted  May  1842.] 

Resolved,  That  every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  having  a  Parochial 
Cure,  be  hereby  enjoined  to  press  upon  his  Congregation,  in  a  pul^lic  dis- 
course at  least  once  a  year,  the  high  obligations  under  Avhich  we  lie  to 
contribute  from  our  means,  on  the  principle  of  Systematic  Charity,  as  re- 
commended by  the  Bishop  and  adopted  by  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  having  a  Parochial  Cure,  or,  where 
there  is  no  Clergyman,  the  Wardens  of  a  Parish,  be  requested  to  transmit 
quarterly,  to  the  Treasurer,  the  amount  collected  up  to  that  time  for  Mis- 
sionary operations.      [Adopted  May  1844.] 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  the  Constilution  and  Canons  of  the  Church, 
and  Besolutions  of  Conventions  continuing  in  tbrce,  with  the  Rules  of  Or- 
der, shall  be  printed  as  an  Appendix  to  the  Journals  of  each  sitting  of  the 
Convention.

11.  Ever)  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak  in  any  de- 
bate, shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  and  confine 
himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  delsate. 

12.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  shall  be  considered  as  before  the 
Convention,  unless  seconded;  and,  if  required,  reduced  to  Avriting  and  read 
by  the  Secretary. 

13.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be 
made  except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  to  postpone  ii;  a  motion  to 
adjourn,  however,  shail  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.  A  question  on  amendment  nmst  be  decided  before  the  original 
motion. 

14.  A  question  once  decided,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  not  be  drawn  again  into  debate,  except  with  the  consent  of 
two-tiiirds  of  the  Cojivention:  Provided  ahrai/s,  tliat  any  member  of  tlie 
Convention  voting  in  favor  of  any  resolution,  may,  on  the  same  day  on 
which  the  vote  is  taken,  move  a  reconsideration  of  said  vote. 

15.  No  member  shail  be  absent  from  the  Sessions  of  the  Convention, 
unless  he  liave  leave,  or  be  from  sickness  unable  to  attend. 

16.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair.
